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REMARKS 

Status of the claims : 

With the above amendments, claim 37 has been amended and claims 1-3, 5, and 
7-38 are pending and ready for further action on the merits. No new matter has been 
added by way of the above amendments. Reconsideration is respectfully requested in 
light of the following remarks. 

35 USC SI 12, Second Paragraph Rejections 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 USC §112, second paragraph for being indefinite. 
Claim 37 has been rejected for being dependent upon claim 37. The dependency of claim 
37 has been changed to be dependent from claim 36. Applicant believes that with this 
amendment that the rejection has been obviated. Withdrawal of the rejection is warranted 
and respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for acknowledging that claims 1-3, 5, 
7-36 and 38 are allowable. Moreover, with the above amendments and remarks, 
Applicant believes that all outstanding objections and/or rejections have been obviated.
